Claims 1-7 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2).(3), because the prior art does not teacli or fairly suggest one of the multiple 
input parts is made effective and the others of the input parts are made ineffective in response to a first external signal, the impedance 
of the first mput termmal, the second input terminal, and the output terminal of the ineffective input parts become high and the output 
current from the fu^t output terminal become zero, and only the signals input to the effective input parts are thereby amplified.
